Church Lands Used To Ac- 
commodate Suburbs Of 
Expanding City 

Rvfessor Raymond lYaquair, holder 
of the Macdonald chair of Architecture 
at McGill, spoke at the Mechanics 
Institute last night " on "Edinburgh, 
How It Grew." i* Prof. Traquair traced 
tlie , growth of Edinburgh from its 
Roman occupation to modem times, 
before a crowded hall. 

The successive developments of Ed- 
inburgh have been side by side, and 
not one on top of the other,' aajs'.ofiten 
the case with modem^cities; <'!From a 
small town atop the Rock of Edin- 
burgh, It has become one' of thé most 
beautiful cities in Europe. 
. Sunniaded By Wall 

The site of Edinburgh' Is-at.the con- 
verging point of three roads, built by 
the Romans, leading to Northern Bri- 
tain. Near Edinburgh, the Romans 
built a fort to guard that section. The 
native Scots took advantage of the 
Roman evacuation ol the rock, and 
built a wall around It. Thvu the first 
town came Into being on thé small hill 
that was formerly a volcano. Edin-, 
burgh became the home of the kings 
of 0K)tland. As the^ city , developed, 
the spacr within the wail became very 
conjested. Houses were built higher 
and higher, until some were 14 stories 
high. 

Th eftrst suburbs of Edinburgh were 
formed outside the walls by the.nobles. 
As they did not want to have common 
people residing in this section, they 
raised the taxes. This resulted In the 
iivmng of the "Long Market" ,jat the 
foot of the rock. This 'consisted of a 
long wide square, surrounded by tall 
housei^ Here the farmers came to sell 
their prod'uce.:^i^^j^,', 

'Ovtslde Edlnburgii, the Church own- 
ed I^e^-traots of . laod....- WIien the 
Crown tooic, over, all Church property, 
éaf iy in the 18th century, the Govern- 
ment-used much of .this land for pub- 
lic buildings.

O. Shaw last nlgbt pointed .out to 
the Psychological Society that the 
tests performed by experimenters to 
date ! have shown that crime can be 
detected by ' such 'methods; Tlie com- 
parison between the ordinary Indi- 
cations of guilt and the peycbotoglcai 
and physiological have Indicated that 
the latter are the much prefet«ble 
since they are the more objective.' 
Courts Afalnst It 

The unfortunate aspect of the whole 
problem.' as far as the psychologists are 
céncemed stated Shaw, is the fact 
that , the courts of law wUl- not allow 
the use of lie deteéto» unless the 
witness is willing to .uodergo such 
treatment. ' Tliis of cptitBe means that 
very little actual good can be obtained 
from psychological means of inter- 
cepting criminals, shice in the long 
run the majority of witnesses refuse to 
submit -themselves , to. such tests as 



the-investlgatonliMbf them. 

. Describing 't&^9i6j^a^^ 
ing those of the : association-reaction' 
type,, Shaw briefly sketched the piro- 
cesses fundamentally important to the 
psychological approach to criminal de- 
tection. The association-reaction Is a 
fairly simple .means- oC detehulning 
guilt. , It consists of suiijéctlng the 
suspect to an oral examination in 
wliich he is required.tO'i^ly. to words 
suggested to him. 'Two Vatt 'm 
posed, one containing ordlnitry words 
of everyday usé and the oOier con- 
taining the same with the particular 
addition of word^^ directly eonnected 
with the crime of which be is accused. 
The person undergoing the test must 
answer, as auickly as' jwtsIUei- and Ja..

i be everywhere evident— all because of the 
-advances which science has made in avia- 
iivtion and poison gases. , 

^|^,j^"are, inclined' to think that this 
l^^^^^^ii greatly exaggerated. People are 
;,/always willing to credit science with ad- 
't^yances much greater than it actually has 
j^deV ; Everytime anyone discovers some- 
jtHiiig Avhicn has proved fairly successful 
. . -for the treatment , of cancer in . animals 
f ^the papers wax eloquent over the fact that 
;,a cure for cancer has been discovered, 
lijwhen in reality it is probably only a small 
■ làtep in the steady march of scientific pro- 
llgress, and may never be applicable to hu- 
' njian beings. In the same way. whenever a 
new compound or a hormone is found the 
.papers enthuse over its probable applica- 
p'ctions long before it has ever been deter- 
' imined whether it is practical or not. 

H;^ U is this over-enthusiasm of the man 
^S' in the street, we think, which has led to 
an exaggeration ■ of the possibilities ...of 
poison gas in wartime. Every time a new 
iîf!-jdeadly gas' is discovered its lethal, quali- 
^ Bties aré extolled and f igfures are given as 
to how fast it works and how little of it 
fy 18 necessary to kill à man, Avithout. con- 
sidering the practical difficulties ^^'hich 
"may make it difficult to handle, or prd- 
^Jhibitively expensive, or unobtainable in 
'^llarge quantities, or unable to be distri- 
|;buted oyer the attacked area for some 
;|^5ireason or other. 

In addition to tliis/the ordinary man 
ïs' no reliable sources of information as 




;p; what he reads in this connection for un 
f fdoubtedly a great deal of it is propaganda 
; of pacifists. We find ho fault with this 
|^;for if ever propaganda is justified it;.i8 in 
i;;;^he cause of world peaces and if empha- 
Ip'^izing the horrors of war will keep pepple 
lïrom it, the end justifies'the means. None- 
"liheless, good cause or not it makes- !.the 
^irbblem of anyone trying to dispassion- 
llately measure the value of poison gases 
^' difficult. * . 



*It has been said on good authority 
that the only gas yet discovered which is 
i'àcticable to use is' mustard gas and ef- 
" five means to combat this have been 
iîfpund. So, .iust as in the last war, a great 
^jituss- was made about air raids but com- 
l^paratively few people were, actually- killed 
" "'^itjiiem, due to the fact that most of the 
'f6îçe>of the explosive used was dissipated 
nw>;the ground, it seems probable that.' in 
" ine^^^ poison gas attacks will cause 
pj^nic, but do considerably less dàm-

since the century began there has 
probably never been a winter like the 
current season that has been so fav- 
orable to every kind of winter sport.

Also, as though to make up for past 
seasons, tlilero has generally been every 
week along towards the end of the 
week, a good powdering of new snow to 
put the last touch of ^perfection oh 
surfaces. 

So Tegular and substantial have been 
the conditions in thé Laurentians that 
there is every likelihood of the ski-ing 
perfection in the Laurentians contin- 
uing from week to week until Easter 
and even possibly a little later. ' Cer- 
tahdy there Is little If any indica- 
tion of an early spring in these parts 
of the continent' and there has been 
an amazing growth of ski clubs, ski 
competitions and special races which 
cater to the desire of the younger gen- 
eration and even many of thefar elders 
to take full advantage of the superior 
sport offered.

Agathe there was 
oo tbe same day downliill and slalom 
racing with Arthur Gravel, 1934 cross- 
country champion; and phiUippe^^Shep- 
pard, vloe-preside|it, nortfièrri''ractlvl 
ties, Montreal SÙ Cliib, among the 
participants. Point to point i:aces for 
novices from Shawbridge to St. Sauv- 
eur and return, an endurance race test-; 
Ing the stoutest ski calibres, were an; 
other competition on that weelc-enci. 

These special contests do not take^ 
into accounf and by .no manner of 
means cover the: immense exodus from 
Montreal to the Laurentians that com- 
mences even before Saturday, swells 
to heavy proportions on Saturday and 
rises to a veritable flood on Sunday 
morning. These skiers with their im- 
plements carried on shoulders, resem- 
ble an army with spears in rest as they 
assemble at the Windsor, Place 
Westmount, MontriM4^cst and Bark 
Âvenué statloM^iiTlihe^ Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway. The railway runs spe- 
cial trains at very low return rates 
for all points in the.Moimtains as far 
as Ste. Agathe every Saturday and 
Sunday and find accommodation no 
matter how many are travelling. 

February is the month par excel- 
lence of ' ski-ing. Blue skies, perfect 
surfaces, not too severe temperatures 
and a choice of a wide range of places 
with great variety of scenery Is at\the 
disposal of skiers during the current 
month. Twisting, winding runs calling 
for great control and swift runs down 
steep slopes of half a mile or longer 
are offered at the choice of thè' skier. 
If he is an expert, he ,will have no 
reason to grumble; if he is a novice, 
he can content himself with ghid'ed 
slopes that will give lilra confidence to 
extend his range and take greater 
chances.

A skier learns first of all 
how to fall— he has plentiful oppor- 
tunity to fhid out— and -^^^^ertalri 
that today, after fifteen i^i^Jweeks 
of conlhiuous ski-ing, the ratio of ex- 
pert to novice skiers has noticeably in- 
creased. Practice after all makes per- 
fect and there has been ample practice 
for all. ..; .

^Siie Square are the homes of former 
great residents. The Square is very 
long, and is covered with trees and

During the modern expansion of 
Edinburgh, no provision was taken for 
the industrlal^growth of the city. The 
result is that ^many- churches and fine 
houses are now backed by dirty faç- 
torles, or cheap dwelUng houses. Trie 
railroads also,have made a mix-up of 
the city. They Uitcrtwine in every 
section of the; city. 

Edinburgh is said to resemble Athens. 
With this in. mindi the Scotcli' have 
built several public buildings, on thè 
Greek architiectural style. . Many of.
